How James O'Riordan Met Death, 


STEPPED IN PATH OF MOVING LOCOMO- 
TIVE AND HURLED AGAINST HIS 
OWN TRAIN, 

From the Saginaw, Mich., Daily 
Herald of Jan. 21, we take the follow- 
ing relative'to the accidental death of 
James H, O'Riordan :— X 

“Unaware of the rapidly Boprosa 
ing train on an adjoining track, James 
H. O'Riordan, switchman on the Pere 
Marquette railroad, stepped back 
directly into the path of the oncom- 
ing locomotive and was instantly kill- 
ed yesterday morning. The accident 
happened about 8 o'clock and was 
apparently one of the class of railroad 
casualties which vannot be guarded 
against. 

‘O'Riordan has been an employe of 
the company for some time and was 
an experienced switchman. 
not been warking for some time, hay- 
ing been incapacitated by a prévious 
accident, when he ‘had sustained an 
injury to his knee and was otherwise 
hurt. Yesterday he returned and had 
been working but a short time when 
the accident happened, 

The accident happened on what is 
known as the long siding, oh the Bay 
Jity line. This is used asa sort of 
storage track and the switching train 
was busy placing cars. It was neces- 
sary to cut for the crossing and 
O'Riordan was between the cars giv- 
ing signals, Although the regular 
Bay City train, running at full speed, 
whistled properly and the bell on the 
locomotive was ringing, O'Riordan 
apparently failed to hear it and step- 
ped hack (lirectly in its path, He was 
struck by the pilot beam and thrown 
into the air against one of the cars of 
his own train, meeting instant death, 

James H, O'Riordan was born at 
Madoc, Ont,, 26 years ago, Previous 
to his coming to Saginaw five years 
ago he lived in Port Huron, where 
he was married. He leaves a widow 
and three-year-old daughter, Katha- 
vine. He was a member of the Port 
Huron Maccabees and also of the 
Switchmen’s union. He was well- 
known among the railroad men and 
ey with a large cirele of friends, 
fhe body was taken to Coleman's 
undertaking-rooms.

Lesson Vil. The Day of the Atonement. 
Golden Text: Heb. 7. 25. 


THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


Based on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sion, 

Atonement: Day of—The modifying 
noun in the Hebrew is a plural. We 
should therefore translate literally the 
“Day of Atonements,’ or “Coverings.” 
This important day in the Hebrew cal- 
endar, in which seems to have centered 
and culminated the whole system of 
symbolic worship described in the Old 

* Testament, was the only “fast day” pre- 
seribed by law. It .was kept in the 
tutumn on the tenth day of the seventh 
month, or, according to our method of 
reckoning, from the evening of the ninth 
t'l the evening of the tenth, It was a 
day for the assembling of the peaple for 
divine worship and for special sacrifices 
in the temple. Its chief purpose was to 
preserve the holiness of the sanctuary 
as a fit place of meeting between Jeho- 
vah and his people. There were four 
Bubjects for which atonement was made: 
iP The Sanctuary itself (including the 
foly of Holies and the adjoining Holy 
Place) with its furniture. (2) The Altar 
of Burnt Offering, which stood just out- 
Bidv the sanctuary proper. (3) The 
Priests. (4) The Congregation. The 
frincipal Old Testament passages in 
which reference is made to this great 
annual fast day of the Jews are Lev, 16, 
and 23, 26-32; butsome additional light 
is thrown on the day and its services by 
Wetails recorded in Num. 29. -11; Exod. 
3) 10, and Lev, 25. 9. ‘That the elaborate 
ritual described in Ley. 16 was of gra- 
dual growth is highly probable. ‘The 
intimate connection of the chapter with 

chapter 10, in which the sin of Nadab 
and Abihu is described, {is evidpnt, 
Verses 1-3 contains a solemn warning 
addressed to Aaron against. carelessly 
and at all times entering the most Holy 
Place. Then follows a setting forth of 
the preliminary rites to be performed 
whenever the high priest had occasion 
to enter within the veil of the Holy of 
Holies. ‘Thereupon the. solemn atoning 
ceremony to be performed for the sanc- 
fuary itself and for the congregation is 
Indicated, and this first in general outs 
line (vs. 3-10) and then in fuller detail 
(vs, 11-28).

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 


Green vegelables should be put inlo 
boiling water with a tiny pinch of soda. 
A lemon should always be kept near

Trenton. The latter town has acold 
storage capacity of 50,000 barrels It 
costs nothing to winter a lot of as, 
If the farmer will stop to consider, it 
costs him nothing to winter his apple 
trees, but look what it costs to winter 
a large stock of cattle and horses. 

What we want in Madoc township 
to-day is a few more extensive apple 
growers like Mr. James Caskey. He 
has got the largest number of trees in 
the township and isstill planting out 
more. He put 200 trees around his 
fences and informed me that he was 
going to put out 900 more. In this 
undertaking he will make no mistake 
as some of the best farmers are plant- 
ing the trees around their fences mak- 
ing them serye a dual purpose—that 
of shade as well as fruit tree. 

Mr. J. Empey in West Madoc is also 
un extensive grower and is still plant- 
ing out more, Inthe northern part of 
the township, Mr, John McCaffrey, 
who is also « large grower of apples, 
is setting outa large number of trees 

in the spring, and is grafting all othe: 
trees where the fruit idnot good. 

About one-quarter of the fruit trees 
in Madoe township are seedling, and 
if these are top-grafted with spys, 
will bear the second year. There are 
only five varieties of apple trees that 
do wellin this township, so that far- 

‘mers ought to be very careful what 
kind they set out. When planting 
your trees give them a decided lean to 
tke west, and not to the east as has 
been customary with a gr many 
planters, This is a mistake as the 
wind will gradually work them in that 
direction, 

Some of the apple kings of the 
southern townships are Mr. D. G.

King Carlos of Portugal and 
Son Shot while Driving. 


ASSASSINS KILLED - 
ESCAPES UNHURT. 


THREE QUEEN 


Lisbon, Feb. 1.—King Carlos of Por- 
tugal and the Crown Prince Luiz Phil- 
ippe were assassinated to-day. They 
were shot to death while seated in the 
royal carriage at Lisbon, just after 
their return from Villa Vicosa, where 
they .bad been sojourning, by a band 
of men, who fived a volley from car- 
bines. The royal family was driving 
in an open carriage, when a group of 
men at the corner of Praca do Com- 
mercio and the Rua do Arsenal, sud- 
denly sprang toward the carriage, and, 
levelling carbines, which they had 
concealed upon them, fired, mortally 
wounding the King and Crown Prince 
and slightly wounding the King’s 
second son, Prince Manuel. Queen 
Amelie was unhurt, Immediately the 
Baise guard fired on the regicides, 

illing two of them. A third ended 
his own life. 

Almost at the first shot the Kin 
fell back on the cushions dying, ani 
at the same moment the Crown Prince 
was seen to half rise and then sink 
back on the seat, Queen Ameiia 
jumped up and threw herself toward 
the Crown Prince in an apparent 
effort to save his life at the cost of her

The royal family were on their way 
from the railway station to the palace. 
A guard was in attendance, because of 
the recent uprising in the city, and 
the discovery of a plot to assassinate 
Premier Franco and overthrow the 
monarchy, But the band of murder- 
ers had selected the most advantag- 
eous spot for the commission of their 
deed, where they were concealed from 
the eyes of the police until the carri- 
age wheeled into the Praca do Com- 
mercio, a large square. Before any 
of the ghard were aware of what was 
happening, the assassins leaped to- 
ward the carriage, and instantly a 
fusilade of shots rang out. In a 
moment all was terrible confusion, the 
King and Crown Prince being shot 
down without the slightest chance to 
save themselves. It is charged that 
one of the murderers was a Spaniard 
named Oordova. 

The bodies of the King and Crown 
Prince were remoyed from the marine 
arsenal in two closed carriages to the 
royal palace, the Paco das Necessi- 
dades, the late residence of the King, 
escorted by municipal guards, 
mounted. 


Demented Man Kills His Wite. 
WANDERS IN SCANT 
NEIGHBOR'S AND 


ATTIRE TO 
BREAKS NEWS, 


London, Ont., Feb, 3.—Sames Hart- 
wick of Cobbehill, ten miles north of 
here, was brought to the city to-night, 
charged with the murder of his wife. 

The tragedy was enacted some time 
on Sunday, the alleged slayer being 
an old man who has resided in the 
district for some time and is consider- 
ed weak mentally. 

Some time on Sunday, when the 
storm was at its height, the family of 
Mr. Day, a neighbor, were surprised 
to see Hartwick enter their yard and 
shortly after appear at their door. 
He was attired only in an undershirt, 
trousers and pair of ragged socks. 

After he got warm he was urged to 
go home but retused, saying; * I can- 
not goto bed because there is blood 
in it.” 

No attention was paid to this, but 
later it was thought well to investi- 
gate, and Constable Fafrelough of 
Thorndale went to the house and 
found Mrs. Hartwick dead on the 
bed, her body frightfully slashed

another heavy snow fall. 


Tweed Powder MiDs Blown Up. 


GLASS BROKEN IN MADOC BY SHOCK, 


About 7.35 Tuesday morning the 
citizens of Madoc were alarmed by a 
severe shaking of the earth, which 
was thought by many to be an earth- 
quake, but were surprised a short time 
after'to hear that the Powder Mills at 
Tweed had blown up. So severe was 
the shock that the large plate glass 
window in Mr. Thos. Christie's store, 
although cracked before, fell out and 
smashed on the payveinent. 

The building where the explosion 
took place was the nitrator, which 
took fire, and, being noticed by the 
employees, they escaped, thereby not 
causing any loss of lite, Nearly every 
plate glass and other glass in Tweed 
is broken and the estimated loss in 
glass alone is oyer one thousand dol- 
lars. The buildings near at hand 
owned by the Powder Company were 
badly shattered and their total loss 
will reach over $25,000. Farm houses 
for a.distance of five miles from the 
scene of the explosion had the glass 
shattered, and even in Belleville the 
shock was severely felt.

Great Britain Spends a Tremendous 
Sum Every Year. 


There are not quite 41,000,000 persons 
in (he United Kingdom, but they an- 
nually spend for spirituous liquors a 
5um equal to 1% times the national rev- 
enue, or to all the rents of all the homes 
fnd farms in the country, says the 
Craftsman. The publie-house, the Eng- 
Nish name for the saloon with its bar- 
maid, is 45 much a national institution 
as the house of Parliament, There is 
ene public-house to every 300 inhabi- 
jints in England ond Wales; in Scot- 
lend, one to every 566 persons; in Ire- 
land, one to every 271, D 

Whereas, in the days of our fore- 
futhers, the worst drinking was among 
the nobility and gentry, fo-day the poor 
and working. classes are by far the 
most intemperate, ‘ue fact that drink- 
ing is habitual among the women cf 
this grade as wel! as the men is the 
most serious feature, for when women 
do go to the dogs the very utlermost 
dephis of degradation are usually reach- 
ed before the end comes. 

At meal times, throughout the United 
Kingdom, a procession of women with 
pitchers, buckels or cans may be seen 
going to some one of the many public- 
houses, never more than a stone's throw 
from their homes, and often not so far, 
As a rule, the omnibus, the favorite 
‘British mode of. local transportation, 
has stopping places in front of public- 
houses, From an outside seat on the 
hus lop, especially In London and olher 
cities, a full view may be had of the 
interior of the public-house, crowded 
always, and on Saturday nights jammed 
to the point of suffocation, Old women,

fHE ROAST BEEF OF OLD ENGLAND. 


There is some pleasant reading for 
Londoners in the report of the Medical 
Officer of Health at Porlsmouth, He 
lates that there has been o systematic 
trade in diseased animals, principally 
tuberculosis cows, carried on in cer- 
ain country markets in Hampshire and 
sussex, bul thot owing to: the system 
if inspection that has been adopted the 
meat no longer ands ils way to Ports- 
fouth The carcasses, it seems, are 
now usually sent fo London, and from 
the number of cows that are sold in the 
markets al prices ranging from 5s. to 
65s. each it is obvious that there must 


be regular channels through which such 
meat can be readily disposed of. Occa- 
sionally one reads of the conviction in 
Lendon of some farmer or butcher en- 
gaged in this filthy and dangerous trat- 
fic. But there litle doubt that in 
spite of the vigilance of the inspectors 
« good deal of diseased meat is brought 
into London and sold for human con- 
sumption,

You will find as you go 
through tho school that everything is planned to appeal 
to the eyo ond thus reach tho brain of the pupil. 

In the Baste schools the city authorities are one with 
the educational administrators in Striving to make tho 
schools a success. Tho latter aro fitted up with splendid 
shower baths, which secure not only cleanliness, but per- 
fect privacy for overy girl, Basle hag built no school for 
ten years that is not fitted with baths, and school bath- 
ing 1s general, thanks partly to the extrem gentleness 
and tenderness even with which the susceptibilities of par- 
ents and children are treated, 

The drill hall is carpeted with English Hnoleur and

great Swiss pocts, and are familiar with tho tralts of 
some English members of Parliament! 

Eyen the cookery class girls come to see pictures of 
foodstuffs thrown on the screen; and all, from the smallest 
to tho oldest, love the pictures, There is only one form 
of punishment tn the school, and that is employed rarely. 
A teacher docs sometimes say, however, to a naughty 
child, “You shall not go for a week, for a month, to tho 
picture room.” It is o severe punishment, 

Most remarkable of all, however, as an filustration of 
the effect of free cyo-training in the development of 
mental powers ts the free modeling done by once dull, or 
even feeble-minded, boys and girls in the highest stand- 
ard of the Halbsklassen, of which Dr. Otto. Mayer, of 
Mannheim, Is the head master. 

At least onco, but usually twice, every week, cach 
class goes out with its master Into the country, and when 
they return tho children of even the second class (many 
of whom cannot even attempt to write or give In words 
an account of anything), are encouraged to take thoir 
boxes of colored clay and make pictures with it. And 
they do make pictures, 

One little boy of 8, who was belloved on his entrance 
to be practically imbecile, and who repeated the last 
words of every sentence addressed to him, suddenly 
burst for the firat time into Independent utterance In 
his now desire to make a clay motor! 

Some of these pupils begin to toll storles In words at 
last, speaking slowly, as if finding thelr way through a 
storm. In tha children 6f the Basle Volkschule the innor 
eyo has not to be opened, but Is wide awake alroady, But 
the t hers say, quite truly, ‘Phe eye Is the organ of 
the imagination, and to cultivate Imagination is a much 
greater thing than merely to teach a subject.” 

Even as long ago as 1886 Basle had her school doctor, 
Even in 1886—twonty-one years ago!—-he brought out @ 
little brochure explaining why tho volce should be taken 
especial care of in school, and why all straining of the 
voice In singing and speech must bo avoided. 

‘The town, meanwhile, has spent $200,000 tn the bullting 
of cane school, and ts projecting another, whose equipmont 
wit be finer and the cost still greater than that of any 
yet built, No social distinction is regarded in oducation. 
Tho children of rich and poor use and have all the ad- 
vantages of schools In common, Basle welghs carefully — 
every new proposal for the improyed hygiene of school 
Mfe put forward by Germany, and Ix yet matnialning yp 
fect Indepondonce of thought and criliclam. -

In buying wall paper it is a mistake to 
choowe one no costly that it must re- 
main on for years. Cheap papers are 
now most artistic and have the advan- 
tage that they can often be renewed. 
For kitchens, bathrooms and nurseries, 

js wiser to have painted walls or 
flazed papers that stand wraghinn: with 
water and a scrubbing brush; though 
where the erpanne does not count tiles 
form the {deal wall covering. Old paper 
can be made to look much more respect-

able, however, with slight care. 

There are many preparations on the 
market for paper cleaning, some of 
which are entirely successful and do 
not need to be put on by a trained 
cleaner, One of these is a putty-lke sub- 
stanco that is in great favor among the 
in smoky cities and 
who are more afflicted than most of 
thelr sex in the matter of sooty walls. 

Small pieces of the mixture are broken 
off and the walls are carefully wiped 
down, care being taken to go always in 
one direction. This makes the paper 
look almost like new, and can be re- 
peated spring and fall for several sea- 
sons, but after that a new paper is 
necessary. 

A homemade mixture for brightening 
wall paper is composed of equal parts 
of VET cornstarch and fuller’s earth 
used in the form of a powder, Stir the 
ingredients well together and put in a 
clean pail or big box. Cover the handle 
of a broom with a bunch of clean soft 
ra, or cheesecloth to make a small 
soft pad about seven inches long and 
five incnes wide. Dip this pad Into the 
powder and rub {t on the walls, being 
careful not to move from side to side or 
around, but always perpendicularly. 
After the powder has been well rubbed 
on it should be removed with a clean 
piece of dry clieesecloth. 

Grease spots on paper can frequently 
be romoved with stale bread, This will 
not hurt even delicate papers. Use 
only the center of the loaf. It is better 
to use rather smal) picces of the bread, 
throwing it aside as it gets soiled. 

A big grease epot can often be re- 
moved by making a cheesecloth pad fill- 
ed with French chalk, which ie put over 
the spot and ironed with a very hot 
iron. Care must be taken, of course, 
not to scorch through the pad and dis- 
color the paper, " 

Occasionally on sweepdeys it is wel! to 
wipe down the paper with a soft mop 
that is covered with a cheesecloth cap: 
Every housekeeper should have a supply 
of these made with a casing and draw- 
string, so that they can be easily slip- 
ped off and on. Change frequently when 
wiping the walls, as if it is used when 
solled it will leave streaks.

Corn stover should not be tho only 
{ced given the anlmals {if profitable re- 
turns are fo be expected from ils use. 
‘After the corn plant has wall ripened 
if is by no means as profitable as hay, 
hnd it Is a heat producer rather than a 
‘lesh former, and heice of ilself an 
tmproperly balanced ratlon. One wou'd 
expect a small milk yleld if stover was 
the exclusive food of milch cows, for 
reasonable quantities of digestible pro- 
tein must be supplixl when a large 
milch flow is desired. When growing 
animals are wintered on corn stover 
Only they will do very little more than 
maintain thelr weight, for growing 
stock also noeds digestible protein to 
produce bons and muscle. 

Many, experiments have been made 
with milch cows, comparing cut corn 
Stover as an exclusive coarse feed with 
@n equal quantlly of good hay, the 
grain rations being the same in both 
tases, and the entire ration being pro- 
perly balanced. The corn slover ra- 
tions have produced from three-fourths 
a; much to approximately the same 
quantily of milk daily as the hay ra- 
tions, the yleld being influenced some- 
what by the length of the feeding period, 
and the quality of the stover.

THE RUSSIAN LINK. 


The possibility of beating these re- 
cords depends principally upon the new 
schedule of the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, which has not yel been issued. 
"The rosd is open now as far east as 
Irkutsk, on Lake Baikal, but beyond that 
it is in the hands of the Russian Govern- 
ment, which is monopolizing it for the 
transport of its armies from the scene 
of the recent war. How soon it will be 

opened no one can tell, not even the 
Russian Minister of Railways, to whom 
the Internationa! Sleeping Car Com- 
pany applied a few weeks ago for infor- 
mation which would enable it to plan 
round-the-world tours for the coming 
season, and who replied thal he would 
advise them to’ make no such plans over 
the Trans-Siberian road for the present, 
© But by next, year Russia will have ceased 

to need the road for military purposes, 
and the line will have been so improved 
and repaired that it will be possible 
greatly fo reduce the running time be- 
tween St. Pelersburg and the Pacific. 
Prince Hilkoff, the Russian Minister 
of Railways, made the prediction a few 
rs ago thal it would soon be possible 
fee around the world in thirly-three 
days, and when asked for delails gave 
the following figures: New York to 
Bremen, 7 days; Bremen to St. Peters- 
burg, 134 days; St. Pelersburg to Vladi- 
 vostok, 10 days; Vladivostok to San 
Francisco, 10 days; San Francisco lo 
_ New York, 434 days. But Prince Hil- 
koif's figures have never yet been ap- 
proached. Instead of 10 days from St. 
‘Petersburg to Vladivostok it takes 17, 
and offen much longer, and inslead of 10 
days from Vladivoslok to San Francisco 
the fastest steamers take 12 from Yoko- 
_ tama to Vancouver, and anywhere from 
three days lo a week must be added to 
this for gelling from Vladivostok to

Gold and Notes to the Value of $50,000 


Found in His Rooms. 


An extraordinary story of a miser's 
misery and weallh was told to the 
Middlesex (England) coroner the other 
day, when an inquest was held at Ed- 
monton Workhouse on the body of John 
Sewell, aged 71, who died in the infirm- 
ary. 

‘About a week ago the man was re- 
moved! to the workhouse in a most 
wretched condilion from his house in 
Handsworth road. Tue house itself was 
more like a pigsly than a human habi- 
tation, bul when searched £440 in gold 
and £465 in notes were found, while 
script to the value of at least £10,000 
was lying about the rooms. The place 
was @ verilable treasure house, 

In addition to the treasure, there was 
also a well-stocked armory, consisting 
of four louded revolvers, a number. of 
powerful air guns, and a long knife, 

Mrs. Coventon, who lived next door, 
told the coroner that Sewell never per- 
mitled anyone fo enter the house, and 
he never spoke to the neighbors. About 
ten days ago, as she did not hear him 
moving about, she went to the police, 
but when a constable went to the house 
and called out, asking Sewell if he 
wanted anything, the man answered 
“No.” 

On Monday groans were heard, and 
the police again went to the house. They 
found the front door locked and barri- 
caded, but broke in from the back. 
Sewell, dressed in indescribably dirty 
rags, lay on the floor of one of the 


rooms. He was very weak, but when 
the police entered the room he strug- 
gled to yeauh a knife at his side, and 
when ('. was taken away from him a 
loaded = eyolver was found in his 
pocket iiiere was only a bed in the 
room. 


He was taken to the infirmary, where 
he subsequently died from apoplexy ac- 
celerated by the terrible condition in 
which he lived. 

At the inquest Mr. W. Mattingly, 
clerk to Sewell's solicitor, said that his 
firm's client refused lo tell them where 
his money was invested, His capital 
amounted to more than £10,000. _Sew- 
cell's two sisters, who are also rich, are 
at present in lunatic asylums. 

A verdict of “death from natural 
causes" was returned,

| FAILURE 


}ile Went to Obtain an Archbishop's 
Consecration Through co 
Interpreter. 

A diplomatist recently acerediled to 
the Sullan describes in’ the London 
Slandurd how he once secured an 
audience of his Majesty and how he 


fared, 

His object was to obtain the confirm- 
ation of an already chosen Archbishop 
to a Macedonian see. For weeks he was 
thwarted by officia of the court, and 
then for more weeks by the Sultan him- 
self, who professed to be too busy to see 
him. However, at last he was really 
received, and this is what happened : 

“His Majesty awailed me in a small 
but richly furnished room. He stood in 
the uniform of a Turkish Colonel by @ 
low sofa, with his gloved hand on the 
hilt of his sword, His rather long, 
melancholy countenance was curiously 
and sublly lighted by a sort of good- 
humored latent smile. Even in his dark 
and usually sad eyes the same strange 
laughler seemed to lie. In them one 
could read either suppressed merriment 
or irony. Probably he was foretasting 
the humor of the diplomatic transaction 
which was to follow, and

AT MUNICH IS RECOVERED, 


Child Noticed That Man Paid Faro 
From Purse Full

ac Munich, Germany, have discovered,| sight of his face 


and the police have recovered posses- 
sion of nearly all the stolen coins. The 
merit of the discovery belongs to a child 
who, while silling in a tramway car the 
other day, observed that her neighbor, 
a man in workman's clothes, paid his 
fare from a purse full of golden  ten- 
mark pieces, 

With a quick sense of apprehension 
the child turned to the conductor and 
quietly observed, “This man has _ got 
slolen money from the mint.” The con- 
ductor signaled the driver to stop the 
car, and handed the workman over to 
a constable, who conveyed him to the 
police headquarters. There the prisoner 
confessed to having been associated 
with the burglary, but averred that he 
had not actually committed the crime, 
{fe gave his name at Max Ruf, by occu- 
pation an expert mechanic. 


A REMARKABLE COINCIDENCE. 


Meanwhile, by a remarkable coinci- 
dence, the police had discovered, inde- 
pendently of Ruf, the real burglar. This 
was a soldier named Koenig, who, be- 
fore he began his two years’ compulsory 
service in the army, was a worker in 
the mint, where his father is still em- 
ployed. On the night of the burglary 
Koenig was absent from barracks, and 
{his fact came to the cognizance of his 
superiors through a postman. 

At about midnight on Thursday last

was found to be empty. Early on the 
following morning he climbed over a 
railing and regained his sleeping berth.

SHORT BODY, 


“What is striking about the whole 
construction is the practical ideas which 
prevail in the design of all the parts. 
Thus instead of using a long cigar. 
shaped body, Mr. Godard preferred to 
shorten up the balloon considerably, 
and give a length which is only three 
times the largest “diameter, so as to 
make it quite steady and easy to handle 
in the filling operations as well as in 
the actual flight. Thus we have a bal- 
loon whose total length is 160 fect and 
greatest diameter 52 feet. A long guide 


rope will trail upon the ice so to 
steady the airship's flight. For these 
different reasons it will be seen that 


the chances of accident are very much 
lessened.” 

The car is suspended by sleel piano 
wires, and at each end is a propeller 
driven by a separate motor. ~ Between 
them is the main “deck” and also the 
“cabin” which is thus described: 

“The main cabin, made of osier, is 
somewhat above a man's height and 
covers the whole width of the nacelle, 
having almost a cubical form. On ei- 
ther side are six windows of a light 
basket work, and other windows are 
made in the front and rear of the cabin, 
A complete set of wireless-telegraphy 
apparatus is to be installed in the cabin. 
The mast wire is formed by the steel 
guide rope cable which trails upon the 
ice. Thus the party will be able to keep 
up a constant communication with the 
base of operations at Spitabergen and 
from there with Hammerfest, so that if 
all goes well we will constantly have 
news of the expedition.”

FRANCE GROWING POORER. 
Statistician Reaches That Conclusion 


from Decline in Inheritances. 


Recent statistics compiled by Alfred 
Renouard, of Paris, lead to the conelu- 
clusion that the wealth of France {js de- 
cliningy The method of caleulation 
which he has adopted jis that of multi- 
plying by 33 all the property appraised 
in any given year for the collection of 
the inheritanee. The theory fs that prac- 
tically everything in the country changes 
hands by demise once in thirty-three 
years, or a generation. 

The average amount taxed as inheri- 
tance was about 843,000,000 frances about 
the close of the Restoration period; it 
had increased to 2,500,000,000 in 1848 ; 
then to 4,729,000,000 in 1870, and to 
6,930,000,000 on the average between 1891 
ond 1895. This indicated that the total 
national wealth at that period was 228,- 
000,000,000 francs, or $45,000,000,000, 

In the period between 1896 and 1900, 
inclusive, the average annual amount 
passingg by inheritance was 6,489,000,000 
francs, or a decline of 441,000,000. From 
this it is deduced that the wealth of 
France decreased 14,500,000,000 franes, or 
$2,900,000,000, in that period. 

Changes in the law of inheritance 
made in 1901 by complicating the assess- 


ment of properly with deduelions for 
debt have made M. Renouard’s method 
ef calculating inapplicable since then. 
But he is of opinion that the decline has 


continued or even grown more marked, 
owing to an exodus of French capital to 
other countries He considers that the 
subject calls for the serious attention of 
the Government.

The new Sessions House in the Old 
Bailey opened by the King is 
one of the most magnificent buildings in 
London. As the Old Bailey was distin- 
guished for its gloom and almost unique 
insuflicicney for ils purpose, the new Old 
Jailey—as ib is generally called—is the 
Ht commodious and—the word is un- 
avoldable—luxurious court-house in the 
world. The Grand Hall, from which the 
four courts open, {s more splendid than 
the Central Hall of the House of Parli 
ment, and lacks, moreover, its majestic 
bul rather depressing gloom. 

A great dome, supported by allegori- 
cal figures, covers the centre, and is 
flanked on either side by two smaller 
domes. On the south is a fresco of Jus- 
tice receiving the homage of the world, 
which includes Lord Roberts, Cardinal 
Vaughan, Lord Halsbury, the Chief 
Rabbi, Archbishop Temple, and a dozen 
others, At the north is a fresco depicting

LIGHT AND AIRY, 


The courts are light and airy, a change 
which those who ever attended the old 
stuffy, crowded, courts can appreciate. 
They are covered by wide, airy. domes; 
furnished in oak; and the seats, like the 
benches: of the House of Commons, are 
comfortably padded with green leather. 
The cost of the whole building is about 
£400,000. 

The bronze figure of Justice with the 
sword and scales, which surmounts the 
dome and presides over London, is 22 
feet high, and the outstretched arms 
measure 12 feet across. It is designed 
by Mr, P. W. Pomeroy. ‘Tho frescoes in 
the Central Hall are by Sir William 
Richmond and Professor Gerald Moira. 

TAKE NEWGATE'S PLACE, 

Newgate, which has vinished in place 
of the new building, existed for nearly 
6u0 years on this sile, It had not been 
used as a prison since 1880. During the 
last thirty years of ils existence it had 
improved a little, but up to the middle of 
the last century it was as disreputable 
an institution as one could imagine. Hs 
dark and dirly passages and rooms were 
crowded with filthy occupants. As many 
a5 four slept on a rope mat under dirty 
stable rugs. The wardsman of a room, 
who had a monopoly of the provision 
supply and extorled what prices he liked, 
was a convicted criminal. The days were 
passed in idleness, debauchery, riotous 
quarrelling, gambling, instruction in all 
nefarious practices, lively discourse upon 
past criminal exploits, and discussion of 
others to be perpetrated upon release. 
The last Newgate building dated from 
1780, when, at a cost of about £20,000 
the damage of the Gordon riots, was re- 
paired, 

The mob, on that occasion—it was ten 
years before the sack of the Bastile— 
burnt the door down, and after liberating 
the prisoners, dragged all the available 
furniture into piles against the walls, 


and endeavored to destroy the massive 
walls with the flames. © 
STEP OVER HIS OWN GRAYE. 

To the visilor Newgate was full of 
qneer relics of mediaeval prison me 
thods. The old iron door with its orna- 
ments of rusty fetters was originally 
ihe debtor's door, and near it, after the 
hanging at Tyburn was discontinued, 
criminals were publicly hanged up till 
1868. The yard near by was called the 
press-yard, because, in the jovial mediae- 
val duys, prisoners who refused to 
plead wero crushed to death there. The 
narrowed, barred passage, known as 
“Birdcage Walk,” was also a famous 
sight. Here all the prisoners who sul- 
fered the extreme penalty were buried, 
and such was the inconvenience of the 
prison that this was the only path from 
the condemned cell to the scaffold, and 
so the prisoner had to step over his own

On the other 
hand, the merchant who has a fine 
store with a good stock of merchan- 
dise and excellent service is apt to 
think that it is not necessary to 
advertise. He thinks he can get 
along without it onthe presumption 
that the store will advertise itself. 
That’s where he is wrong. The better 
the store is the more this fact should 
be advertised.—From Hardware and 
Metal, June 15, 1907,

AN UNBEATEN CUTTER 


Racer In the Navy. 


HER MOST FAMOUS VICTORY. 


tt Was Over the Crow of the Iron Duke, 
a British Man-of-war, and Was De- | 
cisive—Why the American Band 
Played the British National Air. 


The fastest racing boat that ever 
brought shekels and glory to the Amer- 
lean navy or to any other, for that 
matter, was the cutter Daring. 

When she went down with the Van- 
dalia in the great storm which sank 
almost every vessel in the harbor of 
Samoa she left behind her an unbroken 
record of victories. 

Nono of these was more sensational 
than the one she easily plucked from 
a crew of the Iron Duke when the 
Daring was attached to the Wisconsin, 
then on the Asiatic station. Approprt- 
ately enough, the crushing defeat was 
administered in centennial year, 1876, 
and it was the more significant because 
the English boat had given the chal- 
lenge and had fairly rushed upon its 
fate. ; 

When a bluejacket wants a race ho 
goes about it in his own peculiar fash- 
ion. He doesn’t write out a challenge 
and send it with due formalities. He 
does not appoint a committee to extend 
it. He does not “post notice in a con- 
spicuous place.” 

He simply lowers his boat, climbs 
into it to the number of twelve or four- 
teen, pulls toward the ship whose 
erew he wants to race, tosses his oars

This sort of invitation doesn’t mean 
that the other crew is to bustle into its 
boat for a,race right then and there. 
On the contrary, there is a lot of pre- 
liminary work yet to be done, much 
of it being of a strictly financial na- 
ture. 

Thousands of dollars change hands 
over these races. The officers them- 
selves are generally ready to back the 
honor of their own ship with substan- 
tial proof of their loyalty. 

As for the average sailor man, he 
digs up every cent he can rake and 
As a winner of these shekels 
the Daring, as before mentioned, is of 
blessed memory, except to her rivals. 

Of these latter none was more confi- 
dent than the Iron Duke crew. The 
Wisconsin was already at anchor when 
the British vessel came into the har- 
bor one fine day, her advent being 
greeted with the usual attention every 
bewcomer commands. er: 

She hadn't been in very long before 
she lowered a boat. The men on the 
Wisconsin idly watched. ‘They con- 
tinned to observe, but without much 
concern, as the British cutter was 
pulled toward the Wisconsin, heading 
across her bows. 

Then the unexpected happened, To 
the surprise and intense delight of the

And it was a race that meant a 
whole lot more than a mere contest 
between two crews. It involved a con- 


The British believed in a substan- | 
tial, seaworthy, solid craft. The Amer- 
icans made their cutters lighter and 
more graceful, contending at the same 
time that the fine lines which made 
their boats beautiful did not make 
them the less seaworthy. 

The day for the race was set, a 
course of three and a half miles desig- 
nated and the wagers piled up on both 
sides. Bot when the day came there 
was a high wind, making the going so 
rough that the Americans, thinking 
that it wouldn't be a pretty race, pro- 
posed putting it off, 

Not much! ‘The British thought they 
saw through the proposal. They imag- 
Ined the Americans were afraid, and 
they saw a glorious opportunity to 
prove their wisdom in sacrificing beau- 
ty to seaworthiness. They were as 
firm as nobody but an Englishman can 
be. The race must go on. 

And it did.. You bet it did! And the 
Daring came skimming in a whole half 
mile ahead—a balf mile, if you please. 

While the Iren Duke's crew were 
plogging through the waves by main 
force the Daring cut across them end 
over them like the thing of delight she 
was. And, while she was as dry as a 
parlor car, the lron Dukers were bail- 
ing to keep themselves afloat. 

Well, you can imagine whether there 
was Joy aboard the Wisconsin. But 
the offcers could afford to be generous 
in victory, so the band was ordered to 
play “God Save the Queen.”

How Shot Is Made. 

Small shot is made of lead heated 
and dropped through a colander in rap- 
id motion from a considerable height 
into water. The lead falls in small 
globular drops. The holes in the col- 
anders yary in size according to the 
denomination of the shot, No. 0 re- 
quiring one-fiftieth of an inch in diam- 
eter, No. 9 one three-hundred-and-six- 
tieth of an inch. The colanders are 
iron hemftspheres ten inches in dlam- | 
eter and are coated with the cream or 


shot. A small portion of arsenic is 
melted with the lead, and the fusion 
in the colanders is maintained by those 
vessels being surrounded by burning 
charcoal. The advantage of a long 
fall is clearly seen. When dropped in| 
water immediately from the colander 
the bullets are flattened, the lead be- 
ing soft. The lesg fall through the 
air enables the lead to cool and harden 
before taking its plunge. The smaller 
sizes require less fall than the larger. 
For instance, 100 feet suffice for sizes 
4 to 9. The larger sizes demand 150 
feet. After cooling shot is sifted in| 
successive sieves to separate the sizes, 
The whole are then polished by rotary 
motion in smal! octagonal boxes into} 
which a little plumbego has been 
thrown.

The Afghans may be said to consist of 
aboul a dozen great clans, with numer- 
us sulxlivision The strongest and 
ruvest of these clans are the Ghilzais, 
he Duranis, the Yusufzais. Their mem- 
rs do not recognize as Afghans all of 


those to whom we apply the term, al- 
‘hough they are of the same religion, 
speak the same Janguage, possess the 


same trails in character and observe the 


same customs. There is a distinction 
with a difference,-and the “outsiders” are 
described as Pathans—not as Afghans. 


As a raco the Afghans aro  hand- 
somer and athletic, writes Angus Hamil- 
ton in the London Chronicle. Often of 
fair complexion, they have, for the most 
part, aquiline features. They grow 
beards, but shave the top of the head, 
leaving the hair at the sides to fall in 
large curls over the shoulders. Proud 
in bearing, peremptory in manner and 
quick to resent injury, tho average 
Afghan Js nothing if not cruel, treacher- 
ous, perjured and vindiclive.. His good 
points are that he is fearless, an indus- 
‘rious cullivator, hospitable to a fault, 
and passionately fond of field sports. In 
4 contrary direction, he has a passion 
{cr the vendetta, and his blood feuds are 
pursued wilh no uncertain energy. 

AFGHAN WOMEN, 

who possess a Jewish cast of features, 
are handsome, with complexions of un- 
usual pallor, but sometimes rosy, They 
are kept rigidly secluded, yet intrigues 
are said to be frequent; and a bullet or 
a dagger thrust more often than no} does 
duty for the divorce court. ‘Their cos- 
tume is of a most picturesque descrip- 
tion. Eyen to a plain and awkward 
woman it imparts some appearance of 
grace. A “piran,” or chemise, extends 
from the throat to just above the ankles, 
with sleeves that reach lo the wrist. It 
is of cloth of gold, velvet) silk, cashmere, 
or calico, and in shape nol unlike our 
own Princess robe, Beneath this are 
“tom-bons,” or pajamas, These may he 
of cloth of gold, silk, cashmere or calico, 
finished off at the ankles by a fringe of 
diamonds, gold or silver, A round cap, 
worked all over with gold (hread, so that 
it looks like gold cloth, is fitted closely 
to the back of the head. 


The hair, parted in the centre, is done 
up in tiny braids, which are caught in a 
black silk embroidered bag, worn under- 
neath the gold cap, but hanging down 
the back fo below the waist. Married 
women wear a fringe of hair, often 
curled, on either side of the face, Des- 
cendnig from the top of the head fo the 
hem of the “piran,” leaving the face un- 
covered, is the gracefully draped “cha- 
dar"—a large wrapping of finest musiin, 
filmy gauze, or delicately tinted chiffon. 

Black hair is in vogue among the 
belles of the palace, and if their locks re- 
veal any shades of fairness, or show in- 
dications of turning gray, the vain crea- 
tures, adopting the custom of their 
Western sisters, at once dye them. Like 
all their sex, too, they delight in jewel- 
ry, and the use of conspicuous orna- 
ments.

Police Court Case. 
ARISING FROM TWEED-MADOC HOCKEY 
' MATCH, 


A suit was brought before Mr, Wood 
on Tuesday, 25th, at 10 a.m. by Elmer 
Pine against Charles Leal and_ his 
broth Arthur Leal, for assault at 
Tweed after the close of the hockey 
match on the 21st inst.

Three Children Burned, 


LEFT ALONE BY THEIR PARENTS IN 
HOME AT MADAWASKA, 


Plaintiff Loses, He Must Pay Costs 


HAD NO AUTHORITY TO SEND SO MANY 
MEN TO WORK IN MINES 
HASTINGS COUNTY. 


Davidson vs. Mineral Range.—‘ I 
consider there isa lack of authority 
on the part of the plaintiff to send 
such a large number of laborers at 
once and ‘dumping them in’ upon the 
defendants, as one witness has put it, 
and partly upon this ground I dismiss 
this action,” said Mv Justice” Britton, 
in the Non-Jury Assize Court at To- 
ronto Friday morning, in disposing of 
the action brought by B. D. Davidson 
to recover $405 from the Mineral 
Range Lron Mining Company, Limited. 

The plaintiff claimed that on March 
30, 1907, the Mineral Range Company 
engaged him as an agent to employ 
laborers and send them to their works 
at Bessemer, in Hastings County. In 
September, according to Davidson, he 
employed 43 men, including 28 Mace- 
donians, sending them to L’Amable 
Station. The Macedonians were sent 
on the understanding that their fares 
should be paid by the defendants, Up- 
on arrival at L’'Amable the men were 
not given work and returned to To- 
ronto. One item of plaintiff's claim 
was for $126 for fares back. 

“There is no evidence that this re- 
turn fare was paid by plaintiff,” de- 
clared the court, ‘Indeed, two wit- 
nesses testified to seeing the men 
walking back to the city.” 

Tt.was also held that the 28 men in 
question had assigned their claims to 

avidson, but that he had neglected to 
notify the defendant of that assign- 
ment, so that he was out of court, 
Also, that as the men did not actu- 
ally work for the defendants, and that 
Davidson had no real authority to en- 
gage such a large number, the defend- 
ants were not Hable. The action was 

sed\ with costs, to be paid by 
plaintiff, T. H. Barton, solicitor for 
aintiff, Wm, Cross, solicitor for de- 
fendants.

Childless Marrlage a Cause—Rate High| Mow They Disguise Their Real Purpose 


Among Germanic Nations. 


Among 1,000,000 suicides of all classes,

THE REAL IRELAND. 


Common Mistakes as to the Characteris- 
tics of the Irish People. 

The accepted Irish type of the masses 
—the stage Irishman—may be. amus- 
ing, says the Oullook, bul he smacks 
also of indolence, thriftlessness, a ten- 
deney to drink and even a lack of cer- 
{ain primary virtues. 

Forlunately, these failings are not 
characteristic of the Irish people as a 
whole. In every quarter of the globe 
Irish men and women have shown 
themselves hard workers; if tuey have 
nol displayed the same energy at home 
it is because of the general agricultural 
oppression and depression, because of 
unsanitary dwellings and insufficient 
food. 

As lo drink, contrary to the general 
supposition, the Irishman spends a less 
average on it than does the English- 
man or Scol; moreover, the Irishman 
spends more on beer than on spirits, the 
contrary being true of the Scot. 

Furthermore, and even more surpris- 
ing to many, statistics show the Irish to 
be less criminally inclined than are the 
inhabitants of Great Britain; in particu- 
lar, as to sexual moralily, the stranger 
in Ireland is invariably surprised by the 
rectilude of the people, 

In 1841 Ireland's population was esti- 
mated at 8,100,000; in 1901. at 4,400,000. 
Thus in sixty years the population fell 
by nearly 4,000,000. America has won 
what Ireland has lost, 

Bul this not all. Qualily as well us 
quantity is involved, The emigrants 
huve generally been in life's full vigor; 
most of those who have remained have 
been physically, mentally and industri- 
ally deficient, 

Meanwhile, the burden of taxation has 
enormously increased, Is it surprising, 
then, that, with the exception of France, 
Ivcland's birth rate should be now the 
lowest in the world?

SURGEONS’ CHARGES. 


Method by Which, It Is Said, the Feos 
Are Regulated, 

Frequently laymen who haye had oc- 
caslon to settle the bills of surgeons 
| upon they have called in ex- 
tremities to use the knife are heard 
to complain what they call 
“the exorbitant charges of surgeons.”’ 

A skilled surgeon may charge $250 
for a simple appendicitis operation. 
The pationt, who never thinks of com- 
plaining until he is convalescent, ob- 
jects oftentimes to paying the Dill. 
He says, “It is outrageous for a sur- 
geon to charge $250 for half an hour's 
work.” 

The question of surgeons’ fees often 
puzzles a patient, He knows of one 
man upon whom a surgeon of wide 
reputation has operated and charged 
only $75. He may know of another 
who has paid $1,000 for the same op- 
eration. He cannot figure {it out. 

Yet surgeons of known ability and 
national, perhaps International, fame 
haye a general plan in charging for 
operations. Their prices range from 
nothing to $5,000. They will operate 
without any question of willingness or 
ability to pay in any case where the 
situation is imperative. Afterward 
they will present the bill. The general 
public does not understand how a sur- 
geon will charge one man $50, another 
$250 and another $5,000. 

Surgeons have a fixed price scheme. 
They aim to charge the patient about 
one month’s income. They figure that 
any person who is in such bad condi- 
tion as to be forced to submit to a 
surgical operation surely can afford to 
give one month’s income. They ascer- 
tain roughly what a man makes per 
month and send in a bill for that 
amount. The man whose income is 
but $50 a month pays $50. The man 
who gets $5,000 is asked to pay $5,000 
—and generally objects, even though 
he should know that his life is worth 
as much proportionately as that of his 
poorer fellow. 


THE SHIPS OF TYRE. 


Types of These Vessels Still In Use In 
the Far East. 

Away back, even when Solomon was 
king in Israel, the ships of Tyre, 
manned by brave Phoenician sailors, 
went through the prehistoric canal 
where the Suez channel is now and 
navigated from China clear around to 
Hngland. 2 

Their ships were the models for 
Greece and Rome and later for Venice, 
the Spaniards and the Portuguese. 
Only the Englishman improyed on 
shipbuilding, and from him all mod- 
ern models have dated. 

In the old Trye models the waist of 
the ship was low, so the oars could 
get good play on the surface of the 
ocean, and the sterns were lofty, so as 
to give room for stowing cargoes and 
to provide dry quarters for the upper 
mariners. 

As wind power came into use the 
waist grew higher and the poop deck 
disappeared. Step by step from galley 
to carayel, from carayvel to frigate, the 
British shipwrights Improved on the 
ships of Tyre. 

But in the far east the models havé 
remained much the same, and the ship 
makers of Persia and India have stuck 
to the dld Tyrian models to the pres- 
ent day. 

Today their high square sterns re- 
call the ships of Columbus, The mar- 
iners still have to get out of sight of 
land and steer by stars and the feel of 
the wind on cloudy nights. They sail 
around Trinidad and carry pilgrims to 
Mecca, 

These vessels, on which the queen of 
Sheba might have trayeled to visit 
Solomon, are used by native Hindoos, 
Arabs and by the peoples of Indo- 
China. 

On board the captain, his men, the 
cargees, pilgrims and sheep, asses and 
other live stock live in a proximity 
that would stir an American’s stomach 
to immediate rebellion.

Brown them rapidly and draw to one 
side; dredge in sufficient flour to absorb 
the fat, then gradually add _ boiling 
water to make a sauce—about one cup- 
ful and a half. Color with a few drops 
of kitchen bouquet, season wilh salt, 
pepper, a spoonful of tomalo catsup, and 
a litte walnut catsup, then cover and 
stew slowly for twenty minutes. Serve 
on toast. n 

Turnip Croquelles.—With a roast of 
lamb try turnip croquettes. Boil and 
mash while turnips, pressing as dry as 
possible. Season_highly, and for a pint 
add one scant teaspoonful of onion 
juice, one teaspoonful of butter, one 
tablespoonfui of chopped parsley, and 
one beaten egg. Stir over the fire until 
the mixture draws away from the sides 
of the saucepan; when cool enough to 
handle form into croquetles, egg, 
crumb, and fry. 


ROUND STEAKS. 


Smothered Round Sleak.—Take a 
slice of lean round at least two inches 
thick, trim off any extra fat and wipe 
with a damp cloth. Peel and _ thinly 
slice one onion and spread it over the 
bottom of the dripping pan. On it lay 
the steak. Mix one can of evaporated 
tomato soup or one pint of thick toma- 
fo sauce with one cupful of boiling 
water} pour half of it over the meal; 
cover closely and put in a moderate 
oven. Cook twenty to thirty minutes to 
the pound. When half done add a litle 
more of the sauce, if necessary; the 
remainder is served in the gravy boat 
with the meat. 

Braised Steak with Vegelables.—Take 
a round steak al least an inch and a 
half thick. Make a French dressing 
with three tablespoonfuls of olive oil 
and one of vinegar. Pour half of it over 
the upper side of the steak; let sland 
for an hour, then turn and marinate the 
other side. In the meantime slice two 
firm tomatoes, one carrot, and one 
onion, and make a bouquel with three 
sprigs of parsley, half of a bay leaf, a 
sprig of thyme, one clove, and a slalk 
of celery. Place the steak in a dripping 
pan, cover it wilh the prepared yege- 
tables, add the bouquet and a cupful of 
water; cover closely and place it in a 
moderate oven, allowing twenty minutes 
to the pound. While the meat js cook- 
ing, serape and dice one large carrot, 
one large white turnip, and one cupful 
of celery; also peel two dozen white but- 
ton onions. Boil each separately in 
salted water until tender, When the 
onions are almost done, drain them, 
sprinkle with a teaspoonful of sugar, 
and draw to one side, shaking ocecasion- 
ally, that they may color slowly a 
golden brown. When the meat is done, 
drain off the gravy, rubbing it, with the 
vegetables cooked in il, through a sieve. 
Return to the fire, season highly; thicken 
with browned flour; add two tublespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice and four lablespoon- 
fuls of sherry; cover and keep hot until 
dished. ‘Transfer the meat to a hot 
platter; garnish it with little piles of 
vegelables; pour over it a little of the 
gravy ond serve at once. 

Stuffed Beefsteak.—For this order a 
slice of round an inch and a half thick, 
and tell the butcher to make a slit on one 
side and through into the centre, to 
form a pouch or pockel, Make about a 
pint of stuffing using slale bread- 
crumbs, a high seasoning of salt, pep- 
per and thyme, and moistened with four 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, Stuff 
tho meat with this and close the open- 
ing with a skewer, Place on & rack in a 
broising pan; add one tablespoon of 
chopped onions. two finely cut toma- 
toes, one-half of a teaspoonful of salt, 
and one pint of stock or boiling water; 
cover closely and braise in a moderate 
oven for two hours and a half,
